Chase, Salmon Portland. Inside Lincoln’s 
cabinet. Longmans, $6.50. April. 


The diary of President Lincoln’s Secretary 
of the Treasury furnishes added glimpses of 
problems, frictions, opinions, and personali- 
ties of the Lincoln administration which 
has recently come under such widespread 
scrutiny. With little lightness and no humor, 
Mr. Chase’s diary reflects the serious nature 
of the man as he jots down his thoughts on 
his work, his colleagues, and the grave issues 
of the time, indicating now and then a wistful 
desire for greater recognition of the value 
of his services and opinions by the President. 
The serious, unemotional, and impersonal 
style is apt to relegate this book more to stu- 
dent use than to general reading, although 
the reader with a strong interest in the pe- 
tiod may find this of considerable value. 


Crile, Jane and Crile, Barney. Treasure- 
diving holidays. Viking, $3.95. May 3. 

An enthusiastic, lighthearted recital of the 
Crile family’s adventures in diving for pleas- 
ure. The authors experimented with home- 
made equipment in Lake Erie and the waters 
off Florida’s west coast but soon graduated 
to a variety of more expertly devised equip- 
ment and made themselves at home in the 
waters of the West Indies, the California 
coast, and the Mediterranean. This account 
is noteworthy among the many being written 
currently on skin diving for the sense of 
pleasure it conveys and for the possibilities 
it shows of diving as a recreation for the 
whole family. 


Daniels, Jonathan. The end of innocence. 
Lippincott, $5. Tentative date May 12. 


The author’s father Josephus Daniels, Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, Woodrow Wilson, and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt are the leading figures 
in this warmly human picture of American 
political life in Washington during the Wilson 
administration. It is chiefly an interpretation 
of the relationship between Josephus Daniels 
as Secretary of the Navy and F.DR. his 
assistant, with relevant observations on the 
background of both men, their characters, 
attitudes, and approach to national affairs, 


and their relationships in later years when 
Roosevelt became President. Many incidents 
of the Daniels family life reveal Daniels’ per- 
sonality, and comments on the author’s feel- 
ings for both men and on Washington from a 


boy’s point of view give further personal 
touches.

Duke Caldwell may have been the most 
prominent citizen round about the frontier 
hamlet of Humility, Kentucky, but he was 
certainly not the best liked; even in his own 
family Brother Ben resented being domi- 
nated, Sis’ Delia was tired of having her 
suitors screened by brother Duke, and Ter- 
rill, Duke’s older son, had reached the point 
of rebellion over his father’s interference 
in Terrill’s courtship of Leah Feaster. Adoles- 
cent Zeff Caldwell, old enough to observe 
but not old enough to be counted in, tells how 
Ben emancipated himself, Sis’ Delia eloped 
with the army captain who came to buy 
horses for the Mexican War, and Terrill’s 
need to defy his father ended with Duke’s 
daring rescue of Leah’s father—all of which 
happened, according to young Zeff’s logic, 
because Humility acquired its first Jewish 
merchant.

The three old magicians came along just in 
time to rescue Sir Charles Ravenstreet from 
embarking on a new enterprise, the manufac- 
ture of a drug that would kill off worry and 
anxiety. They made an odd looking trio of 
wonder-workers, masquerading as an en- 
gineer, optician, and a merchant, but they 
taught Sir Charles how to escape to the “time 
alive” of another dimension, where he could 
be free to make over his past. That mission 
accomplished, they vanished as mysteriously 
as they had arrived. The writer gives free 
rein to his pet ideas about time and western 
man in a satirical fantasy that takes a long 
time to get its bearings.

Fifteen 
specialists in the areas covered contribute 
authoritative information on the psychologi- 
cal principles, methods, and problems to be 
observed in vocational guidance, and in in- 
dustrial, legal, criminal, correctional, social, 
child, educational, abnormal, clinical, physi- 
ological, and comparative psychology; there 
is also a significant chapter on the psychologi- 
cal nature of aesthetics. Each article contains 
its own list of suggested readings.

The author interviewed the men, 
their families, friends, and associates to ex- 
plain the behavior of two murderers, a thief, 
a discharged convict, a sadistic cop, and a 
fascist sympathizer, the by-products of broken 
homes, lack of affection, and social disin- 
tegration. The articles are written in the 
brisk, reportorial style of the New Yorker, 
in which several first appeared.

In a reasoned plea for putting Judaean-

ligicus values. He points out the impossibil- 
ity of educating the whole man solely through 
intellectual and social discipline while ignor- 
ing his spiritual nature and needs. Wih 
illustrative anecdotes from his own years of 
experience as a college teacher and adminis- 
trator, he shows the benefits of spiritual guid- 
ance and leadership in the school and college 
community as well as in church and home. Of 
interest to those concerned with educational 
objectives. Parts have appeared in periodicals 
and pamphlet form.

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which is as nomadic in structure as the way 
of life it celebrates, is picturesquely illus- 
trated by the Spanish artist, José Porta.

He first looks 
at the history of civil liberties in the USS., 
and then proceeds to the history, nature, and 
implications of communism and McCarthy- 
ism. He draws up a detailed strategy against 
both, in a struggle the liberal must wage on 
two fronts. Community pressures, he con- 
cludes, are undermining Jeffersonian ideals 
more than direct acts of government. The 
author is more restrained than Elmer Davis 
in But we were born free (BooKList 50: 256, 
Mr 1 54); he also proposes a much more spe- 
cific program to counteract the abridgments 
they both deplore.

interpret the story. The remainder of the 
text includes a brief history of the ballet, a 
chronology, questions and answers on chil- 
dren in ballet and ballet as a career, an 
illustrated glossary, an annotated list of ballet 
recordings, and a reading list. Invaluable for 
those in the process of becoming balletomanes.
